Dislike of Prohibitions 


Discipline is made up of about equal 
parts of “do’s” and “don’ts.” But human 
nature rebels against restraint, and in 
recent years parents and teachers have 
—perhaps unwittingly — cultivated this 
tendency by adopting the psychology of 
“self-expression” and the plan of “posi- 
tive” rather than “negative” teaching. 
The Church in Action (Protestant-Epis- 
copal) reports that “a group in the 


‘Church of England were advocating 


compulsory study of the Ten Command- 
ments,” while in contrast to this, “the 
British Columbia Trustees Association 
has ruled that there shall be no display 
of the Commandments on the walls of 
Vancouver's city schools.” One trustee 
declared: “I don’t know anything less 
likely to make a child feel warmly 
toward his school than seeing a lot of 
‘thou shalt nots’ staring him in the face. 
Anything on the walls of our schools 
must be either inspirational, artistic, or 
positive. The Ten Commandments lack 
inspirational value and are in language 
that elementary school children would 


not understand. I suggest something 
positive, such as ‘Love your neighbor’ 
or ‘Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you.” But what is the 
aim of our system of education? To 
make the children “feel warmly” toward 
their schools, or to build strong men and 
women? If the two can be combined, 
well and good. But if this cannot al- 
ways be, is it not infinitely better to 
sacrifice some feelings in the early days 
to get the best and most lasting results 
in the long run? The Ten Command- 
ments were given by God, who knows 
all the intricacies and deceptiveness of 
the human heart. Our nation was 
founded on these and other Bible prin- 
ciples, and unless we continue to honor 
them, and teach them to our children, 
our nation is headed for disaster. But 
there is a remnant—and probably a 
very large number—who have not 
“bowed the knee to Baal,” and who de- 
sire to honor God. Let us thank God 
for such a remnant, and pray that it 
may be greatly enlarged through the 
preaching of the Word and the power 
of the Gospel.

“Though 
it was very windy I fixed my back 
against the mizzenmast and preached 
freely on those well-known words, ‘Now 
then we are ambassadors for Christ.’ I 
felt the power of truth on my own soul, 
but still alas! saw no visible fruit. The

ship’s company were insensible crea- 
tures.” 

Few men in Christian history have 
passed as uncomfortable a life, from the 
point of view of eating and sleeping 
and facing bad weather, as Francis As- 
bury (1745-1816). His journal abounds 
in such passages as these: 


“Near midnight we stopped at A’s, 
who hissed his dogs on us. Our supper 
was tea. I lay along the floor with the 
fleas on a few deerskins. That night 
our poor horses got no corn, and the 
next morning they had to swim across 
the Monongahela. 


“In the mountains of the South. Rough 
and difficult to climb. Heavy rain and 
lightning. Crept for shelter into a little 
dirty house, where the filth might have 
been taken from the floor with a spade. 
Night came on. I was ready to faint with 
a violent headache. The mountain was 
steep on both sides. I prayed to- the 
Lord for help. Presently a profuse sweat 
broke out upon me and my fever en-

tirely subsided. This has been an awful 
journey. 

“My horse trots stiff, and no wonder. 
I have ridden him upon an average of 
five thousand miles a year for five years 
successively. 

“This morning we again swam the 
river and also the West Fork. My little 
horse was ready to fail in the course of 
the day. I was steeped in water up to 
the waist. About seven o’clock with 
hard pushing we reached the Crab Or- 
chard. How much I have suffered in 
this journey is known only to God and 
myself. What added much to its dis- 
agreeableness is the extreme filthiness 
of the houses. 

“In a Kentucky cabin, 12 by 10, for 
the night. Six adults and as many 
children and dogs. On Saturday I found 
that among my trials I had taken an 
uncomfortable skin disease, and con- 
sidering the filthy beds it is perhaps 
strange that I have not caught it twenty 
times, I do not see that there is any se- 
curity against it but by sleeping in a 
brimstone shirt.” 

The frequent physical discomforts 
were matched by the frequent churlish- 
ness and barbarism of the pioneer folk. 
Social conditions were evil. “I dwell 
among briers and thorns and scorpions. 
The people are poor and cruel one to 
another; some families are ready to 
starve for want of bread while others 
have corn and rye distilled into poi- 
sonous whisky. Vile whisky is the 
prime curse of the United States.” At 
times opposition breaks into persecu- 
tion. “At night a report was spread 
which inclined me to think it would be 
most prudent for me to move the next 
day. Accordingly I set out after dinner 
and lay in a swamp till about sunset. 
My soul was kept in peace, and I spent 
much of my time in reading the Bible 
and the Greek Testament.” His follow- 
ers, too, had to endure much unkindness. 
He mentions a Dr. Hinds who was a sur- 
geon under General Wolfe at Quebec, 
an infidel, though later converted, who, 
when his wife was awakened under 
Methodist preaching, blistered her head 
to cure her of the madness, 

But all this was but. the external side 
of life. The inner experiences break out 
constantly in such entries as these: 

“Dec. 21—The Lord keeps me from all 
impure desire and makes me to abound 
with. divine peace. 

“Jan. 1—The Lord was pleased to 
bless my soul with that peace which 
passes all understanding. My practice 
is to keep close to God in prayer and 
spend a part of every hour when awake 
in that exercise. I purposed in my own 
mind to spend ten minutes out of every 
hour when awake in the duty of prayer.” 

It was, as at most periods, a time gf 
both religious awakening and religious 
torpor. When the revival of 1787 broke 
out it was common to hear of souls be- 
ing brought to God while at work in 
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their houses or in the fields, “It was 
often the case that the people in their 
cornfields, white people and _ black, 
sometimes both together, would begin 
to sing and, being affected, would begin 
to pray and others would join with them, 
and they would continue their cries till 
some of them would find peace to their 
souls.” 

In the South slavery tended to dull 
the religious conscience. “In South 
Carolina the rich never thought us 
worthy to preach to them. They did in- 
deed give their slaves liberty to hear 
and join our church, but now it appears 
the poor African will no longer’ have 
this indulgence. Perhaps we shall soon 
be thought unfit for the company of 
their dogs.” One slave owner, Asbury 
recounts, gave his old Negro woman her 
liberty because she was too religious 
for the comfort of his conscience. In 
general the Southerners did not fancy 
the traveling Methodists. All the bet- 
ter! “Anxiety about worldly posses- 
sions does not stop our course, and we 
are saved from the pollution of slavery.” 

In the North, too, the Laodicean tem- 
per seemed to prevail. In Newport a 
grand meetinghouse with steeple and 
box pews was being built with lottery 
money. Congregationalists and Episco- 
palians, he notes, compete in the height 
of steeples, but not in number of con- 
versions. Boston’s great needs he de- 
scribed as good religion and good water. 
“IT could tell of a congregation that sold 
their priest to another congregation ‘in 
Boston for the sum of $1,000 and hired 
out the money at the unlawful interest 
of 25 per cent. How would it do to tell 
that priests were among the notions of 
Yankee traffic?” 

One would not give of Asbury’s jour- 
nal the impression of querulousness, 
The past was doubtless as evil as the 
present, yet there was much devoted

A-High School Girl’s Questions 


on Evolution 


This letter was addressed to Dr. Arthur 
I. Brown, the well-known Christian phy- 
sician, 
Dear Dr. Brown: 


I am writing to you because I am very 
much concerned about the problem of 
evolution. I am in high school, and in 
Biology class our teacher told us to write 
a composition on some phase of evolu- 
tion. Of course, I, proceeded to write 
against it, and I was the only one.in class 
to do so. Most of the class are for it, 
and some’are neutral. I went to the pub- 
lic library and got a book against it, of 
which there are not many. I read my 
composition before the class. The teacher 
could not answer any of my charges that 
day; but the next day she came back 
with all the answers, and I’m right where 
I was before; not that I-believe in evolu- 
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tion,. for I am decidedly against it, 
I'm. tfying to.convince the rest of the 
Class against it. 

It seems my notions about what evolu- 
tionists believe are all wrong anyway, for 
the teacher kept saying, “Oh, we haw 
believe this any more.” The book I’ 
at the library was not a very good one, 
because the teacher said that there were 
a lot of untruths in it about evolution. 
Here are some of the questions I — 
and her answers: 


First, how can a plant change into an 
animal? I said it was against the laws ‘of 
nature; but my teacher said that the 
amoeba is an example of it. The amoeba 
is part plant and part animal. 

Second, the book said that geology 
shows no intermediate or _ transitional 
stages; but she said that an example of 
that was the flying lizard, and the duck- 
bill, which looks like a mammal but lays 
eggs like a bird. 


Third, the book said that if the evolu- 
tionists believe that nature is constantly 
changing, therefore they must believe that 
a chaotic condition existed in nature. 
However, there is no chaotic condition or 
any record of there ever having been one. 
After saying all that, the teacher said 
they don’t believe in any chaotic condi- 
tion. I don’t know where the book got 
the idea. 


Fourth, I said that evolutionists do not’ 


believe in creation; but she said they do. 
She said they have to admit this: we can 
take the elements and make protoplasm, 
but ‘we cannot put life into it. She said 
evolutionists now admit that there must 
be a Supreme Being, but they don’t be- 
lieve in direct creation, but that God cre- 
ated by evolution or transmutation of 
species. She said that days mentioned in 
the Bible may really mean thousands of 
years. 


Fifth, I raised the question, why -has 
evolution stopped now? She didn’t give 
a very definite answer, but said some- 
thing to the effect that maybe in a few 
hundred years man wouldn’t be domi- 
nant upon the earth at all. 

There still remains the fact, or seem- 
ing fact, that the skeleton of a gorilla and 
@ man are very similar, and that ‘the 
fossils of low man back in the early ages 
look very much like an ape, and shaw 
little room for intellect. I didn’t mention 
the vestigial organs, because I didn't 
know what to say about them. She also 
said that evolutionists today do not ac- 
cept Huxley. 


Sixth, there is only one thing which I 
got out of the book that she couldn't fihd 
an answer for: that is the falsity of blood- 
relation between animals. I said how 
could a warm-blooded mammal spring 
from a cold-blooded reptile or. fish?’ She 
said nothing. 

Last of all, I said that you cannot cross- 
breed different species; but she said that it 
is being done now by certain methods, 

Would you please give me answers ‘to 
these questions? There must be ‘some 
answer to her statements. I hope I-am 
not bothering you, but I know you are 
an authority on the subject, and I want a 
comeback. It is of no use to quote the 
Bible, for it does not stand in Biology 
class. I have already quoted from it, and 
they tell me Genesis is a myth. I ama 
Christian, and believe the Bible, but I 
want to prove it scientifically. 

I would certainly appreciate it if you 
would write and explain these things to 
me, especially about the amoeba-—A

Damaging testimonies from the 


evolutionists themselves

AM glad to have your interesting 

letter, and congratulate you on the 

clarity of your presentation of the 
points at issue in the controversy on 
evolution. Let me assure you, at the 
outset, that you are correct in every 
one of your contentions. I am glad to 
give you ample, up-to-the-minute sci- 
entific proof. , 


First, the relation, if any, between 
plants and animals, and the problem of 
the ameba—or amoeba;-as it is some- 
times spelled. ‘The amoeba is in. no 
sense a plant—never has been, and 
never will be. It is, by the considered 
judgment of all scientists, a one-celled 
animal. There is absolutely no proof 
of any sort that it was ever anything 
else. No evolutionary book, even, will 
dare to say that the amoeba is “part 
plant and part animal,” as your teacher 
asserts. Gruenberg’s book, “The Story 
of Evolution,” describes them as “tiny 
animals” — no suggestion whatever that 
they have or had anything to do with 
plants. 

Prof. Vernon Kellogg, a famous evo- 
lutionary authority of Stanford Univer- 
sity, in his book, “Evolution,” page 167, 
writes: 


“Plants are different from animals in 
structure and physiology. 4. . Plants 
differ markedly from most animals both 
physiologically and in structure... . 
Plant cells are usually well set off from 
each other by walls; animal cells are 
not.” 

And on page 171: 

“We must not think of plants and ani- 
mals as constituting a linear evolution- 
ary series, the lower animals rising from 
the higher plants.” 

* “That should be sufficient to dispose 
of this very immature statement of your 
evolutionary enthusiast. 


Your second point is in regard to the 
absence of intermediate or transitional 
forms between distinct species or types 
of life. That there is not a single inter- 
mediate form of life in existence, or 
that has ever been known, is admitted 
by evolutionists. 

Your teacher mentions the “flying 
lizard” (the: pterodactyl), and the duck- 
billed platypus. Let us take the first 
and see what an eminent evolutionary 
scientist has to say. I give you the 
statement of Dr. R. S. Lull, author of 
many books. This is what he writes in 
“The Ways of Life,” page 165: 

“The pterodactyls make their appear- 
.ance most abruptly in rocks pf lower- 
most Jurassic time, and were already 


One of the strongest features of Dr.

completely adapted for flight. We have 
no knowledge, therefore, of their early 
adaptation before flight was attained, 
nor of their lineage, other than by struc- 
tural affinities.” 

That is, to put it in simple language, 
there is no way of proving that the 
pterodactyl was ever anything different 
—there is no evidence that it was a 
lower or different structure. In fact, 
there is every reason to believe that it 
was always as we know it. 

The pterodactyl, according to evolu- 
tionary “calculations, continued during 
the Age of Reptiles, “many millions of 
years long” (Romer, page 320), and then 
became extinct. No evidence exists of 
a single change of character in all these 
alleged “millions of years.” Why did it 
remain fixed, if evolution is constantly 
operating as we are told? If they never 
changed for millions (?) of years since 
they were pterodactyls, why should we 
be asked to believe they had changed 
earlier? 

The same argument applies to the 
duckbilled platypus. There is no rea- 
son to think it was ever anything other 
than we know it to be. No change has 
ever been seen or recorded. The ex- 
planation from the standpoint of crea- 
tion is clear. It was a simple thing for 
God to create an animal like the ptero- 
dactyl combining reptilian and bird fea- 
tures. Why not? Similarity in struc- 
ture iy never proof of a common ances- 
try or any blood relationship. It simply 
shows a common or basic plan of archi- 
tecture on the part of the Architect. 

Prof. T. H. Morgan, one of the great- 
est biologists of the day and an evolu- 
tionist, now of the Institute of Tech- 
nology. Pasadena, Calif., and originally 
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at Columbia University, writes in his 
book, “Evolution and Adaptation,” page 
43: 


“Within the period of human history 
there has not been a single instance of 
the transformation of one species into 
another. And it must be admitted that 
evolution lacks the one essential bit of 
evidence it requires to place it on a 
scientific basis.” 


Rather jolting, to the cocksureness of 
our evolutionary friends! 


The third point concerns the chaotic 
situation which would exist in nature if 
types of life were not fixed in their re- 
productive powers. Of course there 
would be chaos. Breeders would never 
be quite sure what would be born, how 
many or great the changes might be 
in the offspring. But the fact is that all 
living things still reproduce “after their 
kind” as laid down ten times over in 
the first chapter of Genesis. How is 
this, if evolution is possible? It is true 
the evolutionist does not see any such 
chaos, but his theory would demand it 
nevertheless. 


Your fourth point. Your teacher says 
that evolutionists believe in creation. 
She is referring to theistic evolution, 
which is the most illogical of all evo- 
lutionary concepts. As a matter of fact, 
the leaders in evolution do not accept 
this, but dispense with any kind of cre- 
ator. I have read many books written 
by those who reject creation, and while 
they sometimes write of creative evolu- 
tion, that is a complete misnomer. It is 
not possible to combine them, logically. 
It must be one or the other. The only 
reason there is any mention of such 2 
monstrosity as creative evolution is be- 
cause they see the woeful lack of evi- 
dence to account for the beginning of 
things without a Creator... They must 
account for maiter, life, and other things. 
Where did they originate? The spon- 
taneous generation of life, still accepted 
in Van Loon’s “Story of Mankind,” is 
a manifest absurdity. 

_ You will note, if you read evolutionary 
authors, how cleverly they evade the 
issue, adopting a very hazy method of 
expression, but never giving God credit 
for bringing anything into existence. 
Gruenberg says, on page 298: 

“Evolution as a way of thinking has 
undoubtedly modified the God-concept 
for millions of people.” 

What he means by this really is that 
it has destroyed a belief in the God of 
Genesis. But Genesis still stands, — not 
as myth or allegory, but as an absolutely 
scientific and historical account of the 
origin of things animate and inanimate. 

Your teacher states that “God created 
by evolution or transmutation of 
species.” This, of course, is quite a con- 
tradictory statement, but will she kindly 
produce a single instance of “transmuta- 


tion of species”? I’m sure Dr. Morgan 
would be exceedingly glad to know 
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about it, and so would every other be- 
liever in this unscientific theory ! 

I hold that the “days” of creation are 
not long periods, but 24-hour periods. 
The Hebrew word for day is yom,— 
never meaning anything else but 24 hours 
when a numeral is attached. To give 
these days the length of “aeons” is a con- 
cession to evolutionary geology, and we 
are not required to make any conces- 
sions. God “spake, and it was done; 
He commanded, and it stood fast.” 


Fifth point. Yes,— why has evolution 
ceased to operate? We are told that it 
is still with us, but where is there any 
evidence of its working? We still have 
the amoeba, and all the forms of life 
are static, except within the species, 
where God permits many variations or 
slight modifications, but no one type can 
jump the gap between itself and another 
type. The fruit fly, on which endless 
experiments have been performed to 
change its eyes, its wings, and the like, 
shows many changes, but alas, it still 
remains a fruit fly. Why? We find fos- 
sil forms thousands of years old — even 
millions, if we believe the evolutionary 
chronology, and they are identical with 
modern forms. ,The ant, the bee, and 
countless others are all the same. Why 
did evolution pass them over? What 
is the answer? There never has been 
any evolution! 


Your final point refers to the resem- 
blance between the skeleton of anthro- 
poids, such as gorillas, and men. These 
resemblances do exist, and there is no 
reason at all why a Creator should not 
adopt a common plan of construction in 
making animals and men. They eat 
similar food, they breathe the same air, 
they walk, stand, run, and the like. God 
does one job —that is a perfect one. If 
206 bones and 520 muscles are necessary 
for a human body to perform these func- 
tions, why should not animals have the 
same number to perform the same acts? 
They have similar organs, of course, be- 
cause their physiological operations are 
very similar. But, always remember, as 
I have previously suggested: similarity 
in structure is no proof of blood rela- 
tionship. 

Why not pay a little more attention to 
the gross differences that exist, and why 
do we not see any animal becoming any 
less animal-like in any respect? Evolu- 
tion is not at work. The highest animal 
is a long, long distance from the lowest 
human, and the gap has never been and 
never can be bridged. 

I want to give you the names of some 
very eminent modern scientists who 
have totally rejected evolution. I will 
show you that not by any means, as we 
are often told, are all scientists believers 
in evolution. 

On the continent of Europe, especially, 
the pendulum of scientific thinking is 
swinging away from this theory. Men 
like Deperet, Carazzi, Vialleton, Fleisch- 
mann of the University of Erlangen, and 
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one of the world’s leading zoologists, 
Sir John Ambrose Fleming, Douglas De- 
war, the great British naturalist, author 
of many books, used in many great 
American universities, and many others 
could be quoted. 

Prof. Paul Lemoine, the great French 
geologist, wrote the long ‘article on evo- 
lution in the last edition of the Encyclo- 
pedia of France, — 1938. He closes with 
these words: 

“It will be seen from this exposition 
that evolution is impossible. At bottom, 
in spite of appearances, nobody believes 
in it any longer.” 

That is very definite, isn’t it?

Oscar Hertwig, Professor of Anatomy 
at the University of Berlin until 1922, 
is a great authority. He definitely over- 
threw the Natural Selection Theory and 
severely criticized the Recapitulation 
Theory or “Law” of Von Baer. You 
have doubtless been taught that in the 
growth of the human embryo it passes 
through or recapitulates various forms 
through which the race has passed in 
its evolutionary history. This is still 
being taught by the uninformed, but has 
been quite largely discarded by the lead- 
ing geneticists. We are told that every 
form of life begins with a single cell 
and this, in some way, is supposed to 
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indicate that all cells in their beginning 
are the same, and then evolve in various 
ways. In this there is surely no evolu- 
tionary proof. 


Oscar Hertwig writes: 


“Every life form has to start with a 
cell only because it is the elementary, 
basic form on which organic life is de- 
pendent in its reproductive process.” 


And then he goes on to say: 


“The germinal cells of the present-day 
forms of life, and their unicellular an- 
cestors at the beginning of their devel- 
opmental history — amoeba or anything 
else— ... are similar . .. but in their 
essential character so different from each 
other that in no wise can one speak of 
a recapitulation ...in the development 
of an organism living today.” 

Another name for this disproven idea 
of Recapitulation is “The Biogenetic 
Law of Ernst Haeckel,” who died in 1919. 
Prof. Shumway of the University of 
Illinois, writing in the Quarterly Re- 
view of Biology, Vol. 7, pp. 98, 99 (1932), 
said: 

“A consideration of these biological 
developments . . . seems to demand that 
the hypothesis be abandoned.” 


You have not asked any question about 
this, but I feel that you may have been 
taught it, and so give you this brief bit 
of up-to-date information. 

I‘have already written you something 
about the fallacy of attempting to prove 
evolution through the fact of resem- 


blance between animals and humans. . 


Let me give you an interesting state- 
ment from Wilhelm Johannsen,’ Profes- 
sor of Plant Physiology at the Univer- 
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sity of Copenhagen, and still considered 
as a great authority. He wrote: 


“Genealogical relationships, external 
similarity, and internal fundamental 
hereditary equipment, are certainly in 
part so independent of each other that 
it is unreliable to arrive at conclusions 
of one for the other. The fundamental 
biological mistake of many speculations 
about heredity and descent are to be 
found right here: the false conception 
that similarity must be unquestionably 
an expression of relationship. .. . It is 
an unfortunate use of language to em- 
ploy the word ‘related’ as being identical 
with ‘similar.’” 

Nils Heribert-Nilsson, of the Botanical 
Institute at Lund, Sweden, one of the 
foremost workers in the genetical field, 
was the first to prove conclusively that 
the evening primrose, Oenothera La- 
marckiana, which De Vries had consid- 
ered a mutation, was nothing more than 
a hybrid. 

He wrote in “Hereditas,” 1935, pp. 236, 
237: 


“The evolutionary theory cannot be 
harmonized with the results of experi- 
mental investigation, which have been 
brought to fruition through Mendelism. 
... Since one cannot deny the inductive 
results of Mendelian investigation, it 
seems to me that we have come to the 
point in the theory of species formation 
where one must seriously consider ... 
that we must give up the deductive the- 
ory of evolution. . . . We are forced 
to this conclusion that the theory of evo- 
lution has not been verified by experi- 
mental investigations of the origin of 
species.”

You Can Memorize Scripture 
A plan that has worked in a busy life 


OU can memorize the Word of God. 
There may be individuals who can- 
not, but you can. If you couldn’t, you 
would not be able to read this article. 


It may not be as easy for you as for 
someone else. You may never have 
quite as many Scriptures on the tip of 
your tongue as Dr. Oscar Lowry had, 
or Dr. William Evans has. Perhaps you 
will not learn quite as quickly as you 
could have twenty years ago. But you 
still can hide the Word of God in your 
heart. , 

I am taking for granted that you would 
like to know more of the Word.  Cer- 
tainly you will learn very little unless 
you have a very real desire to learn. 
But, Christian, the Book is your food, 
your drink, your sword. Surely you 
would like to have more of it stored away 
in your heart for the hour of personal 
testing, for the moment of opportunity

if testimony, for the strengthening of 
your life and faith. 

If, then, you have the urge within 
your own heart to memorize God’s Word, 
you need just two things: a plan—al- 
most any kind will probably do—and 
a little perseverance. 

But do I hear you say: “You're 
wrong, Brother, I can’t do it. I’ve tried 
and failed. Why, just last week I mem- 
orized a beautiful verse from the 91st 
Psalm, but it’s gone. They always go. 
I can learn them, but they just won’t 
stay with me.” 

And may I answer, of course you can’t 
memorize that way. Neither can I, and 
neither can ninety-nine out of a hun- 
dred other people. The all-important 
key to memory work is repetition. Dr. 
H. A. Iromside may be able to read over 
a passage, and repeat it from memory 
months later without other study. Most 
of us can never do that, but that doesn’t 
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mean that we must give up. Take that 
verse you learned last week. You read 
it over until you could repeat it that 
day, but now it is gone. Yes, but it 
isn’t all gone. It will be twice as easy 
to learn it again as\it was to memorize 
it in the first place. Go back to it as 
often as necessary, and eventually it 
will be yours to keep. 

And here is where the plan comes in. 
I would like to tell you about mine, but 
first let me say that any plan that in- 
volves repetition will do. A list of ref- 
erences pasted in the back of your Bible 
will do for a start—if you have your 
Bible handy when you have a minute 
for memory drill. A card system such 
as that Dr. Lowry made use of may 
be far better than my plan.! 

Let me, though, tell you of my experi- 
ence. It is, perhaps, different from yours 
in that I have memorized a good many 
Scriptures in the past. Some I learned 
as a boy will never leave me. Quite 
a few of the hundreds memorized in 
Bible institute are still mine. Some 
I have quoted so often that I could 
hardly forget. But, on the whole, dur- 
ing the ten years or so since leaving 
Bible institute, I made very little prog- 
ress in learning the Scriptures until.a 
few months ago. 

Then, God in His providence, took me 
for a little while out of active Christian 
work and back to a secular college and 
a job in the world. In college I heard 
little of Scripture, but of very neces- 
sity learned a little more of the value 
of the odd moments. And one day the 
professor in psychology, in discussing 
the fact that what you learn is very 
much a matter of what you are inter- 
ested in, told of another professor in a 
neighboring college—one of the lead- 
ing universities of the land—who for 
a pastime memorizes the addresses and 
telephone numbers in the telephone 
book of a small city of his residence. 
That gentleman entertains his friends by 
having them give an address from the 
phone book while he responds with the 
correct number. The point is, one can 
learn what he wants to learn —some- 
thing trivial, or something of eternal 
value. 

I don’t suppose my professor will ever 
know that he started me back to the 
memorization of the Word of God with 
a new determination... And I needed a 
new determination. I was busier than 
I had ever been in my life before— 
working, commuting, attending a college 
and a trade school, and doing what. I 
could for the Lord besides. But even 
so, there were seconds every day, and 
minutes every once in a while, that could 
be used. I tried several methods, but 
the simplest of all proved most helpful. 

I began carrying a cheap notebook 
with me gonstantly—a _ sturdy little

Approach to the Lesson 


believer is not only a child of 
God, redeemed by the precious 
blood of Christ (1 Pet. 1:18, 19), but 
he is called to do valiant soldier service, 
contending earnestly for the faith once 
for all delivered to the saints (Jude 3). 
This figure is frequently used in the 
Epistles. Note specially 2 Corinthians 
10:3-5; Ephesians 6:10-18; 1 Thessa- 
lonians 5:8, as well as our present lesson. 
The Christian life is a constant warfare. 
We have three subtle and cruel enemies 
ever arrayed against us, — the world, the 
flesh, and the Devil,—and against all 
of these we are called to make a reso- 
lute stand. We do not fight in our own 
strength, but as we are empowered by 
Him whose soldiers we are. 

In this Second Letter to Timothy, 
written from a dungeon death cell, we 
find the old warrior, Paul, with zeal 
unquenched, urging upon the younger 
preacher, Timothy, that he persist re- 
lentlessly in the battle for righteousness 
against all the hosts of evil. He, him- 
self, maintains this soldier character to 
the dast, as he realized that his fighting 
days were nearly ended and that soon 
he should give account of his part in 
this warfare, when he would stand at 
the judgment seat of Christ to receive 
the crown of righteousness, the divine 
recognition of faithful service, as he 
looked on to the appearing of his great 
General, who had fought and overcome, 
on his behalf, so long before. 

The figure of the soldier suggests obe- 
dience to orders, rigid discipline, holding 
the body in subjection, and valor in de- 
fense of the truth. These things should 
characterize all Christ’s servants. 
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. The Historical Setting 


The Second Epistle to Timothy is the 
last of Paul’s inspired Letters, which 
God has preserved for our edification. 
It was written during his second impris- 
onment, shortly before his martyrdom, 
which, according to the best records we 
have, took place by beheading. It was 
written somewhere between A.D. 66 and 
68, if we may trust the testimony of 
early church authorities. 


Verse by Verse 


2 Tim. 2:1—“My son, be strong in the 
grace that is in Christ Jesus.” Paul ad- 
dressed Timothy as his son because he 
had led him to definite faith in Christ 
(1 Tim. 1:2). He exhorts him to main- 


_tain with energy the testimony com- 


mitted to him—not swerving from the 
doctrines of grace. 


Verse 2—“The things that thou hast 
heard of me... commit thou to faithful 
men, who shall be able to teach others 
also.” . Paul had instructed Timothy a& 
to the great historic facts of Christianity 
and the doctrines based upon them. 
These had been attested by many wit- 
nesses. It became the responsibility of 
the younger preacher to make these 
things known to others, that the truth 
might be spread far and wide. This is 
the true apostolic succession, as distin- 
guished from a sacerdotal system such 
as Rome and some others advocate. 


Verse 3.—“Endure hardness, as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ.” The path of 
devotion to Christ is not an easy way. 
It calls for steadfast endurance and abid- 
ing faith. These are soldier qualities 
that every Christian needs in order that 
he may overcome in the warfare with 
iniquity. 

Verse 4.—‘No man that warreth en- 
tangleth himself with the affairs of this 
life.” How often this has been demon- 


strated in the present world conflict! 
When he becomes a soldier, a man has 
to give up all other employment, that 
he may serve without distraction be- 
neath the flag of his country. So it is 
with the Christian. His 6ne object 
should now be to please the Lord, who 
has called him to this self-denying 
service. 


Verse 8—“Remember ... Jesus 
Christ.” It is really a battle cry —as of 
late we often hear the slogan “Remem- 
ber Bataan.” The word “that” is omit- 
ted from the R.V. When pressed by the 
foe, even to the point where one de- 
spairs of life, let us remember Him who 
could not be overcome of death, but 
arose in triumph from the grave. It is 
‘He who beckons us on to ultimate vic- 
tory. ‘His promises never fail of fulfill- 
ment. 


Verse 9.—“I suffer... even unto bonds 
... but the word of God is not bound.” 
Shut up in prison, it might appear as 
though the apostle were defeated, but 
the Word he had proclaimed was bear- 
ing fruit still. That Word could not be 
fettered or destroyed. 


Verse 10.—“I endure all things for the 
elect’s sakes.” The elect of God are 
those who have trusted His Son as, set 
forth in the Gospel. The sufferings 
Pat endured were on their behalf, that 
the faith of Christ might abide with 
them (Gal. 2:5). 


Verse 11—“If we be dead with him, 
we shall also live with him.” We who 
believe died with Him in His death on 
Calvary. That death was for us; there- 
fore, in His dying we died. Why then 
dread actual physical death? Let come 
what may, we shall live together with 
Him. 


Verse 12.—“If we suffer, we shall also 


reign.” All believers suffer with Him, 
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Lesson for June 18 


though all do not suffer for Him to the 
same extent. But after the suffering 
comes the glory of the Kingdom. Why 
then shrink in cowardice from that 
which is the appointed way into the 
joys of that realm of endless delight? 
“If we deny him, he also will deny us.” 
He confesses all who confess Him (Matt. 
10:32): But if men deny Him here, He 
will not acknowledge them as His in 
that coming day (Luke 12:8, 9). 

Chap.’ 4:5.—“Make full proof of thy 
ministry.” Paul desires for Timothy a 
life of devotedness to Christ to the full- 
est extent. The Christian ministry is 
not an easygoing profession. It is a 
stern conflict, allowing of no careless- 
ness or lethargic indifference to the great 
issues involved. ‘ 


Verse 6—“I am now ready to be of- 
fered.” Literally, to be poured out, as 
a drink offering (Phil. 2:17; Lev. 23: 
18, etc.). As the flagon of wine was 
poured out over the burnt offering, so 
Paul was ready to pour out his very life 
—to die a martyr’s death on behalf of 
others, that God might be glorified in 
him. 

Verse 7.—“I have fought a good fight.” 
The R.V. has the definite article here. 
Paul was not appraising his own service 
or fighting ability. But he had fought 
the good fight—that is, he was on the 
right side in the battle against sin. He 
could say, “I have finished my course,” 
as he realized his death was very near. 
He had not turned aside from the course 
laid out for him, but had “kept the 
faith,” that is, the testimony as to the 
truth of the Gospel, firmly unto the end. 

Verse 8.—“A crown of righteousness.” 
Every believer is made the “righteous- 
ness of God” in Christ (2 Cor. 5:21). 
But the crown of righteousness is the 
reward which the Lord will bestow upon 
all who have loved His appearing, and 
so have labored on with the judgment 
seat of Christ in view. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


It is one thing to be saved from judg- 
ment. It is quite another to be a loyal 
and brave soldier of Christ, battling for 
righteousness in a world that is under 
the power of evil forces, led on by 
Satan, its god and prince. This soldier 
service is not a matter of conscription. 
But we are all called to be volunteers, 
gladly yielding ourselves to the control 
of the great Captain of our salvation 
(Heb. 2:10). It is not for any of us to 
seek exemption from this responsibility.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 
Unless we distinguish carefully be- 
tween salvation by pure grace and serv- 
ice or discipleship, for which a sure 
reward is promised, we are likely to be- 
come confused when considering such a 
lesson as this. We are not called to fight 
our way to Heaven. But as already 
bound for that blessed country, we are 
called to be soldiers in our Lord’s army, 
contending against every unholy thing 
that would impede our progress or bring 
dishonor upon our Saviour’s name. For 
all such service we shall be rewarded 


-“in that day,” that is, when we stand 


at the judgment seat of Christ (2 Cor. 
5:10). ‘ 

The Christian Warfare. Our conflict 
in this age of grace is not, as Israel’s 
was in the past, with adversaries of 
flesh and blood. We do not draw the 
sword to destroy the opponents of our 
Lord and His Gospel. But we fight with 
the sword of the Spirit against spiritual 
powers of evil—the unholy forces that 
would, if they could, nullify our testi- 
mony by leading us into things that 
bring dishonor upon the name of Him 
whose we are and whom we serve (Acts 
27: 23). 


Applications and Summaries 


Just as the soldier in the army of his 
country must be singlehearted if he 
would be at his best, so the soldier of 
Christ is called to yield himself wholly 
to the Lord so that he may battle suc- 
cessfully in the spiritual conflict. 

Few men have suffered more for the 
sake of the Gospel than Paul, yet none 
have died more triumphantly than he. 

As you read this Second Epistle to 
Timothy, bear in mind it was written by 
a condemned prisoner, lying in a noi- 
some dungeon, yet it strikes a note of 
victory all the way through. 

Some have thought that verses 11 to 
13 of chapter two constitute an early 
Christian hymn, such as might well be 
sung by those going forth to die for 
Christ’s name. 

The crown of righteousness is really 


‘a victor’s wreath. It refers to the circlet 


of laurel or olive leaves put upon the 
brow of the victor in the ancient arena. 
The appearing of Christ will be His 
second coming, when He will reward 
His faithful soldiers for all they have 
endured for Him in this scene of conflict.

The Busy Men's Corner

Storming Satan’s Kingdom.—A good 
soldier of Jesus Christ (2 Tim. 2:3). If 
I should ask my Iron Rose Class what 
was the best ingredient to make a “good 
soldier” I would likely get a variety of 
answers, such as, “good shot,” “perfect 
health,” “strength to take it,” and sev- 
eral more. But I think most would say, 
“obedience.” And they would be right. 

The very first requirement for a “good 
soldier” is knowing how to obey, and 
it is pre-eminently so for “a good sol- 
dier of Jesus Christ.” The first Saul, 
with all his promise, went down to de- 
feat and suicide because he could not 
obey (1 Sam. 15:22). 

About half way between Coatesville 
and Philadelphia, at Paoli, is the fine 
old home of General (Mad) Anthony 
Wayne. He was not a good strategist, 
but he was one of General Washington’s 
best generals. 

When General Wayne was asked by 
Washington to undertake an important 
and dangerous task, he replied, “Gen- 
eral, I will storm hell if you will draw 
the plans.” 

The good soldier of Jesus Christ is 
the one who storms Satan’s kingdom 
because Jesus/Christ has laid the plans. 
After Paul joined up in the army of the 
Lord in the dramatic way so well Known, 
and after a season of training, he spent 
the rest of his life storming the strong- 
holds of the hosts of wickedness. He 
tells us about it with a description of 
his war outfit in Ephesians 6: 12-18. 

It is the chrenic complaint of em- 
ployers that both in the marts of trade 
and in the home, they have difficulty 
in securing “help” that will do exactly 
what they are told to do. When a per- 
fect “obeyer” is found, he or she gen- 
erally goes right up’ to the “higher 
place.” 


World-Wide Spread of God’s Word.— 
The word of God is not bound (v. 9). 
At the beginning of the war the Jap- 
anese tried to make landings on the 
Philippine Islands by parachutes. The 
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natives would kill or capture them. One 
of the natives came carrying into the 
U.S. Army headquarters three Japanese 
all tied and trussed up as the “Bring 'em 
back alive” hunters do their lions, tigers, 
and other wild animals. 

Paul was not “bound” like that, but 
he was tied up good and tight in his 
Roman captivity. As he sat there he 
could see his death approaching in the 
Roman politics. He is rejoicing in the 
fact that though he is bound up ready 
to be led away, the Word of God can 
go right on multiplying, spreading, and 
blessing the world. It was spreading at 
Ephesus and throughout Galatia. With 
Lydia and her friends it was multiply- 
ing in Philippi and throughout Greece. 
Even at Rome it was not bound but had 
permeated Cezesar’s household (Phil. 
4:22), 

Should you decide to teach this item 
of the lesson, write to the American 
Bible Society, Park Ave. at 57th St., 
New York 16, N. Y., for their fine ad- 
vertising literature, and get the surprise 
of your life to see how the Word of 
God is unloosed to all the world in the 
multitude of tongues and dialects. De- 
voted missionaries are constantly at 
work putting the Word of God into the 
language of primitive people. It is a 
hard job. These peoples have no words 
for the Christian graces—love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith (Gal. 5:22, 23). 

If the Rev. George Rhoad of the Gos- 
pel Furthering Fellowship group, who 
has been putting the Word of God into 
the tongues of the African tribes, ever 
comes your way, go hear him; he will 
fascinate you as he tells of his search 
for words to convey the ideas of the 
Gospel. 


The Cry of Victory.—-I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course 
(chap. 4:7). This shout of triumph from 
the great apostle as he saw the ax and 
block awaiting him has been echoed 
and re-echoed all down the Christian 
centuries by millions of other “soldiers 
of Jesus Christ.” 

Paul was the “shock troops” of the 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers” army. I 
would like to call attention to the fact 
that in the army are all sorts of sol- 
diers, all doing important work te defeat 
the enemy. This is so in the Christian 
army. 

Someone asked a soldier boy where 
he served in the army. “Where the 
bullets are the thickest,” was the reply 
with a grin. It turned out he drove 
an ammunition truck! One of my Rock 
Run boys “fought” in the chemical di- 
vision. Another of our boys is doing 
accounting work. My grandson, who is 
a flyer, is teaching boys to navigate the 
air. 

Only a few are St. Pauls, but all of 
us who are faithful in the army of the 
Lord can cry at the last earthly day, 
with Paul, “I have fought a good fight.” 

Kipling’s. best known Barrack Room 
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Ballad is “Gunga Din.” It is a favorite 
with elocutionists and public readers. 
Gunga Din was only a dark-skinned 
water boy serving the fighting English 
Tommies. You cannot hear or read the 
poem in the barrack room dialect with- 
out a strange emotion. The poem ends 
with, “You’re a better man than I am, 
Gunga Din.” 

In the army of the Lord, many, if 
not most of us, are only “water boys” 
so far as the actual “shooting” is con- 
cerned. But we are soldiers of Jesus 
Christ just the same, and can shout 
with Paul and get our crown. 

Of course Kipling’s Hindu “limping 
lump o’ brick-dust, Gunga Din” was 
only a “’eathen,” but he was a devoted 
water carrier. But he has many a coun- 
terpart who is not a “’eathen,” but a 
humble disciple of the Lord Jesus. In 
fact, are not most of us just water boys 
when it comes to real shooting — Paul’s 
kind—in the “army of the Lord’? “I 


was thirsty, and ye gave me drink”: 


(Matt. 25:35).

What can we do about 
them?” 


These days of gasoline shortage are 
hard on all the work of the Lord as 
lack of transportation hinders many 
meetings, and it is very hard on the 
Sunday school. We sometimes wonder 
why there should be gasoline for beer 
trucks and tobacco deliveries, and so 
little for Christian workers. 

If it is impossible for Primary chil- 
dren to get to the church, why not try 


to send out teachers to neighborhood

groups? If it cannot be done on Sun- 
day morning, try weekday classes, using 
the plan of.the child evangelism classes. 
Some of the church young people who 
ride bicycles Could” be pressed into serv- 
ice for teachers. It would do them 
good, and would keep the children in 
touch with the Sunday school until this 
emergéncy is past. If this is not feasible, 
write to them. Keep in touch with them, 
and send them the lessons. In many 
homes there are Christian mothers whe 
will co-operate with you in this, and 
they may help with neighbors’ children 
also. 

This is net the time to fall down on 
our Christian work; this is the time of 
our country’s greatest need, not only 
in the war, but in youth training, and 
in outstanding Christian testimony. Ask 
God for strength and wisdom and in- 
genuity. You remember He endowed 
Bezaleel with wisdom and knowledge 
and all manner of workmanship to in- 
struct those who were to build the Tab- 
ernacle. Our God is the same God to- 
day, and He can still instruct in all 
manner of methods in His work, if we 
but have the one requisite, a willing 
heart.

We have had many lessons on the life 
of Paul. When he was converted on the 
road to Damascus, he was a young man, 
just starting out as a teacher of the 
Jews, a Pharisee of the strictest sect. 
But God spoke to him that day, and his 
life was changed. We have seen Saul 
changed to Paul. He went from city 
to city, always teaching about the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and His death and resur- 
rection. He was persecuted,’ beaten, 
scourged, stoned, and left for dead; he 
was put in prison; he was persecuted 
more than any of the apostles had been, 
and now, as we study about him in our 
lesson today, he is old. This Letter to 
Timothy is one of the last ones he wrote 
from Rome where he was in prison, and 
from which soldiers took him out one 
day and killed him. He knew he was 
going to die for his Lord; he knew it 
when he wrote this Letter to Timothy, 
but how joyous and happy the Letter 
is! He was glad to go to be with the 
Lord he loved so well. 


Timothy had been Paul’s very dear 
friend for many years. He had traveled 
with Paul when he was but a very 
young man. Paul writes now and gives 
him his parting words: “I have fought 
a good fight ...I have kept the faith.” 
Now the battle was almost over, and 
then Paul would go to be with the Lord. 


Don’t you want to be a soldier like 
Paul? Of course we all hear a great 
deal about soldiers now, and many of 
the men we know are soldiers fighting 
for our country. Many of them are also 
soldiers of the Lord Jesus Christ, fight- 
ing for Him wherever they go. A soldier 
of the Lord may not wear any. special 
uniform, but he always tells people 
about Jesus Christ and His death and 
resurrection, wherever he goes, and 
some day the Lord is going to give each 
one of His soldiers a crown. Some of 
our soldiers get medals of honor, which 
is the way we have of honoring them 
for great deeds they have done; but 
some day every one of us who is a sol- 
dier of the Lord is going to be given a 
reward by the Lord Jesus Christ Him- 
self.

PICTURE of a modern soldier and 

one of a Roman soldier may be dis- 
played and contrasted. Today our story 
will be about a third kind of soldier. 
He wore no uniform. He carried neither 
gun nor sword. Yet he had some im- 
portant weapons. He served in the army 


of Jesus Christ. His name was Tim-: 


othy, or Timotheus as it is often writ- 
ten in the Bible. Before his induction 
he received some training and drill at 
home from his mother and grandmother, 
who perhaps had become Christians on 
Paul’s first campaign through Asia 
Minor (map). On paper, cut like a 
shield, have written, “The unfeigned 
faith that is in thee, which dwelt first 
in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice; and I am persuaded that in thee 
also” (2 Tim. 1:5); and on another paper, 
cut like a sword, “From a child thou 
hast known the holy scriptures” (2 
Tim. 3:15). 

On Paul’s second campaign through 
this country, Timothy left home and 
joined up. His division was soon after- 
ward sent overseas to win new lands 
for Christ. Timothy was present at the 
battle of Philippi (map), where Lydia 
and the jailer were two of the outstand- 
ing prisoners who surrendered to the 
Lord Jesus. Timothy was also present 
at the battle of Corinth, where Justus 
and Crispus and many others came over 
to the Lord’s side. 

Later we find Timothy promoted and 
sent on missions. (See Acts 19:22; Phil. 
2:19-22.) He was at other times sta- 
tioned in cities as the officer in charge. 
While he was at Ephesus Paul wrote 
him, giving him certain commands. 
(Find this communication, called First 
Timothy, and read 1:1-3 and 6:12.) 
Later Paul was himself taken prisoner. 
He knew that he was likely to be put to 
death. He wrote again to his under of- 
ficer to be training others, not to be 
afraid in the face of the enemy but to 
be brave, and to follow the orders of 
his Commander in chief. (Find Second 
Timothy and read 2:1-4, 15.) Paul him- 
self was not afraid. (Read 4:6-8.) 

There is still need of Christian soldiers 
in the Lord’s army. No one is too young 
to be a volunteer and begin training. 
You are not too young, either, to be 
wearing the full uniform and using the 
weapons of the soldier of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Paul in another letter lists the 
weapons the Christian soldier needs. 
(Find them in Eph. 6:13-17. As each 
is found, outline the piece of armor on 
the blackboard, and write on it the 
Christian equivalent; or better still, have 
a colored paper representation to be at- 
tached to a paper soldier doll, or clothes- 
pin doll with pipe cleaner arms. A 
high school pupil taking a Latin course 
might enjoy preparing this model and 


the armor. As each is mentioned, in-

terpret it in terms of Junior Christian 
life.) 


The Devil is just watching for a chance 
to pick you off. Two places where he 
often hits young Christians is right 
where the belt of truth ought to be and 
the bullet-proof vest of behaving right. 
You know that as soon as you tell a 
lie-or do wrong, you aren’t much use 
as a Christian soldier. You'll need, too, 
to: have God’s salvation to protect you 
like a helmet and His Gospel of peace 
like a guard to the feet. That shield 
of faith, which is love and trust in God, 
will ward off any sin the Devil is try- 
ing to shoot into you — Timothy learned 
that from the home folks. The sword 
of God’s Word, if thoughtfully read and 
remembered, can be used to beat the

AY, fellows, now when practically 

the whole world is at war it is quite 
appropriate to consider the qualifications 
of a good soldier. If there is one thing 
the Army does not want it is a weakling 
or a coward. Paul the apostle does not 
appear to have had a soldierly bearing, 
but you may depend upon it he was no 
weakling; and he was as brave as a lion. 
His conviction of the truth made him 
that: his undying belief that Jesus Christ 
was all-powerful, that He had risen from 
the grave, and by that token had con- 
quered the last great enemy, Death. 
“That I may know him, and the power 
of his resurrection,” said Paul to; the 
Philippians (3:10). 

Paul presented the Christian life as a 
life of warfare. As he inducted the 
young man Timothy into his knighthood 
as a soldier, the first qualification he en- 
joined upon him, after telling him to 
“be strong in the grace that is in Christ 
Jesus,” was to “endure hardness.” “Thou 
therefore endure hardness, as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ.” 

Satan’s prime strategy to defeat a 
young Christian is to make the battle 
tough going; to show upon him all kinds 
of hardness in various forms: ridicule, 
criticism, opposition, and many other 
discouragements, temptations — over- 
whelming temptations in the inner life. 
Paul told Timothy to endure these things 
as a. good soldier of Jesus Christ. Re- 
member it is He whom you are serving 
and He has gained the victory over all 
obstacles —- even over Death. “I can do 
all things through Christ which stréngth- 
eneth me” (Phil. 4413). Weymouth’s 
translation of that verse is: “I have 
strength for anything through Him who 
gives me power.” 

Paul does not tell Timothy to see to it 
first that he gets an athletic build-up, 
nor a Damascus blade, nor a natty uni- 
form, desirable as they may be, but he 
tells him to learn to endure hardness 
as a good soldier; cultivate the uncon- 
querable spirit that comes by looking 
upon Jesus the Invincible who is your 
Captain, who goes with you, fights be- 
side you, and will not let you down — 
so long as you trust: Him. No matter 
what skeptics say, you fight — believing;

é¢¥ WISH I could be in the service,” 
sighed an impatient young person. 

“Why don’t you get into the service 
of the Lord Jesus Christ?” a friend re- 
plied. 

“Oh, I don’t mean that. I want to 
do something important for our coun- 
try.” 

Is there any mpre eae battle- 
field than that along the spiritual front? 
In the first place, we may all serve as 
prayer warriors, wherever we are. Then 
there is the home mission front (your 
own home and town as well as neglected 
areas of America). We just heard of the 
need of a good horseman who could not, 
perhaps, qualify for military duty, but 
who is willing to “endure hardness” for 
Christ along lonely mountain trails. 
Serve in the “air force” through radio, 
praying and paying for Christian broad- 
casts. “Engage in foreign service, help- 
ing folks to know f£hrist while prepar- 
ing the way for better postwar relations 
between ourselves and other lands. 

Above all, fight on your own personal 
little “front” where you come face to 
face with enemy elements every day. 
Our lesson text gives suggestions for 
such warfare: 

Strength for battle (2 Tim. 2:1). No 
spiritual .4-F’s in combat duty for God 
(Eph. 6:10). 

Grace (v. 1b). “Grace that is in Christ 
Jesus” ® the Christian’s “New-birth cer- 
tificate” (2 Cor. 12:9). 

Basic training (v. 2). Strive for high 
ratings in the knowledge of God’s Text- 
book, the Bible (2 Tim. 2:15). 

Commissioned (v. 2b). Loyalty and 
obedience to authority are prerequisites 
of greater responsibility (Luke 16:10). 

Disciplined (v. 3). Maintain daily 
routine of a Christian soldier’s life (Psa. 
5:3; Luke 9:23; Acts 17:11). 

No entangling alliances with worldli- 
ness (v. 4). Do not resort to the enemy 
camp ohn 17:15, 16). 
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Battle cry (v. 8). For World War II: 
“Remember Pearl Harbor.” For the date- 
less, and persistent spiritual-world con- 
flict: “Remember that Jesus Christ... 
was raised from the dead” (see also 2 
Cor. 5:14, 15). 

Wounded in action (v. 9). A soldier 
expects to suffer... Are we suffering as 
soldiers of the cross? (John 16:33.) 

A life to give (v. 10). A soldier goes 
forth prepared to die for the salvation 
of his country. Are we willing to live 
to present salvation to our neighbors? 
(Acts 15:26.) 

Reward (2 Tim. 2:12; 4:8). For earth 
heroes: Medals, ribbons, badges. For 
Christ’s heroes: Future erowns and re- 
wards (Dan. 12:3; Rev. 22:12). 

Guard duty (2 Tim. 4:5). Secret 
service, ground observers, radar units 
watch for and warn against enemies. 
Christian soldiers, be on guard! (Nah. 
2:1.) 

War effort (v. 6). “We have a job 
to get done over here, and we want 
to stay to finish it. Keep on praying for 
us,” wrote a neighbor, boy in the South 
Pacific. Christian war effort: fight the 
enemy (Deut. 9:5; 20:17, 18); finish God’s 
assignment (Acts 20:24); keep the 
“shield of faith” in constant use (Eph. 
6:16; Isa. 59:19). 

Postwar outlook (vy. 8). For this world: 
Earthly peace and happiness with loved 
ones near and safe; also as much of the 
Four Freedoms for everyone as is pos- 
sible in a world like this. For the Chris- 
tian soldier: Peace, joy, and perfect 
freedom with Christ near by (Titus 2: 
12-14). 

If you want to reign, you must fight. 
Do not wait for such things as a “father 
draft,” the conscription of woman power, 
or for your age group ‘to be called. The 
Lord does not draft recruits for His 
service. He wants enthusiastic volun- 
teers. Let us all enlist in some branch 
of Christian service today.

2. Hymns of the New Day 
(Psa. 100; 101:1)

OME years ago a rich Japanese silk 
merchant sent for a missionary in 
his town, and entertained him most hos- 
pitably. He told how, as a child, he had 
attended a Sunday school. “Very often,” 
he said, “right in the midst of my busi- 
ness the words of the hymn, ‘Jesus loves 
me, this I know,’ come to me, and, try 
as I may, I can’t get them out of my 
mind.” He then repeated the hymn 
from beginning to end, and added: 
“Though I’ve lived my life without re- 
ligion, I feel it is the most important 
thing there is, and I want my little girl 
to be a Christian; and it is for that pur- 
pose,” he added emphatically, “that I 
have placed her in the mission school, 
that she may become a Christian.” 
What a tragedy it would have been 
had the merchant as a child merely 
learned in Sunday school a few songs 
about the beautiful flowers and birds 
and trees!

We considered in last week’s prayer 
meeting something of the importance of 
singing with “understanding” (1 Cor. 
14:15),— with the thought to paying at- 
tention to the words we are singing. 
This week we should consider especially 
the choosing of hymns and Christian 
songs with words worth thinking about, 
and which express true Christian faith 
and experience. 

There has been a disposition in some 
quarters, in recent years, to look upon 
some of the fine old hymns of the-church 
as outmoded, because they make use of 
terms and expressions that so-called 
Liberals say are offensive to our twen- 
tieth century sensitive ears. Among 
these are such hymns as, “There Is a 
Fountain Filled with Blood,” “Arise, My 
Soul, Arise,” and “Alas! And Did My 
Saviour Bleed.” Some modern hymnals 
have even gone so far as to omit such 
hymns as these. Howéver, the simple 
truth is that they are Scriptura! and ex- 
press some of the most profound truths 
of salvation. As long as Peter’s words 
about the “precious blood of Christ” (1 
Pet, 1:18, 19) stand, we should not be 
ashamed or offended when such expres- 
sions are included in our hymns. The 
difficulty is not in the fancied offense 
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that such expressions bring to modern 
thought, but in the offense of the cross. 
It is this that has caused some to turn 
their backs upon the great truth of 
God’s Word that without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission of sins. 
That great cardinal principle of salva- 
tion is rejected, and it is not surprising 
therefore that those who reject it should 
not care to be reminded about it in 
the hymns they sing. 

we 

A wholesome sign that has come out 
of the present war is the fact that many 
of our boys in the service call for the old 
substantial hymns of the Christian faith, 
such as “The Old Rugged Cross,” and 
“How Firm a Foundation,” and “Faith 
of Our Fathers.” When men are about 
to go into battle, facing death or injury 
they want something more to lay hold 
upon than nebulous vagaries. They 
want hymns that bring assurance and 
stimulate faith and bring peace by tell- 
ing of a Saviour who saves to the utter- 
most and who has paid the price for sin. 
Such times as these demand something 
more than such diluted, pale examples 
as a “master workman of the race,” or 
a “carpenter of Nazareth.” Men facing 
death want to hear about a Saviour. 

ye 

Nor should those of us in the everyday 
battles of the workaday world be sat- 
isfied with “cambric tea” hymns which 
challenge us to be “brave and manly,” 
or which speak of an unscriptural world 
fellowship, or call us to follow a 
“gleam.” We, too, need the strong meat 
of the Gospel in our hymns, bringing us 
the great truths of God’s Word. 

we 

Strictly speaking, the church of Christ 
has not yet entered the New Day of 
which our topic speaks. That day will 
begin when the Lord Jesus returns to 
set up His millennial Kingdom upon the 
earth. What the hymns for that New 
Day will be, we may not yet fully know. 
But one of them, as one of our present- 
day well-loved hymns suggests, will 
be “The old, old story of Jesus and His 
love.” John, giving us a glimpse into 
that New Day, tells us of another hymn 
that will then be sung. It is the hymn 
of Moses and the Lamb,—the Lamb 
that was slain from the foundation of 
the world. 

Let us learn to choose carefully then, 
as we select hymns for use in our young 
people’s society, realizing that a hymn 
is neither to be chosen nor rejected on 
the basis of whether it is new or old. 
God’s Word is the standard whereby a 
hymn should be judged. High-sounding 
phrases and comfortable platitudes that 
leave out the great verities of the Chris- 


tian faith may have a very soothing | 


sound, but they will not rise higher than 

the ceiling if they are offered in wor- 

ship and praise to the One who loved 

us and gave Himself for us.

thing with bristol covers that I bought 
for five cents. As I read the Word in 
my devotional times, I wrote down in 
a notebook those verses which brought 
special blessing. It made my daily read- 
ing more interesting and helpful than 
ever before, and it gave me access at 
any spare moment to my list of verses. 

And that is the whole story, except 
for two things. First, don’t discourage 
yourself by trying too much. I did for 
a while. Don’t build up your list too 
fast. One verse learned each week — 
plus reviewing the old ones—will give 
you a lot of Scripture after a while. 
It may take many repeatings of any one 
verse before it begins to stay with you. 
Stay with it, it will be yours eventually, 
and as soon as you can do so, if appro- 
priate, start quoting your verse to others. 

And the other thing is simn'y this: 
adapt the plan to fit your -ase. I’m back 
in Christian work again. Carrying a 
notebook with me doesn’t work as well. 
I’m much too absent-minded and change 
clothes too often. Now I keep the little 
notebook in a handy spot in the house 
where I can reach for it each day for 
a few moments and study a verse while 
waiting for a meal, or helping my wife, 
or before stepping outside for a bit of 
exercise. 

You can, then, memorize the Word of 
God, if you will. Have some kind of 
plan. Better write out the verses— 
it saves effort+in the end. Stay with it 
no matter how long it takes for one 
verse. And you will, I most firmly be- 
lieve, receive such rich blessing as you 
have never known before as the Word 
of God becomes a part of your very 
being.

Christian service then as now. “Our 
people die well,” wrote Wesley of Eng- 
lish Methodists. Asbury observed the 
same trait among American Methodists. 
“There is a great mortality among the 
aged, but by all accounts fhey die in the 
Lord and, im general, triumphantly.” 
Asbury’s contacts were with the unpriv- 
ileged and undistinguished almost ex- 
clusively. But now and then men of 
contemporary note appear on his pages. 
Thus Dr. Benjamin Rush, the eminent 
Philadelphia physician and signer of the 
Declaration, gave him medical help. As 
they were separating Asbury inquired 
what he should pay for his advice. 
“Nothing but an interest in your 
prayers,” came the reply. “Then,” said 
Bishop Asbury, “as I do not like to be in 
debt we will pray now,” and he knelt, 
Offering prayer that God would bless 
and reward him for his kindness.

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it was little Flower Bud who drank in 
every word. 

“Ah,” she said, as they went on their 
way, “I will never bow down before 
those dreadful looking idols again. I 
will pray only to this Yia-su who died 
for us.” 

Her mother, however, was not con- 
vinced, and, much to Flower Bud’s grief 
she could not get her to give up going 
to worship at the temples. 

Some time later, in the hot, trying 
summer, the little girl was taken sud- 
denly sick, and, with no foreign doctor 
or hospital near, Flower Bud grew worse 
despite all the remedies her mother used.

China’s First Lady. By Helen Nicolay. 
(D. Appleton-Century Co., New York 
City 1, $2.) “Not to be ministered unto 
but to minister” is the life motto of Ma- 
dame Chiang Kai-shek, and her biog- 
rapher shows how amazingly this ideal 
has been realized. First, however, Miss 
Nicolay vividly describes China and its 
people, then harks back to Charlie Soong 
and his adventurous boyhood. Thus she 
sets the stage for Soong’s trio of re- 
markable daughters, one of whom is 
Mei-ling, fat and precocious. 

From this point the story gathers de- 
tail, and the reader is given a clear un- 
derstanding of China’s political and 
social reformation, in which Mei-ling is 
to play so brilliant a part. Her educa- 
tion in America and marriage to Chiang 
—both a means to this end—are fol- 
lowed by heavy governmental responsi- 
bilities, the most thrilling of which is 
the care of 40,000 war orphans to whom 
Madame is “Mamma.” The tale is cli- 
maxed by the well-known triumphal 
tour of America, at the close of which 
the reader realizes he has finished a 
biography so beautifully done that it will 
captivate all ages by its charm. 


Spirif{Driven Men. By Wil R. John- 
son, D.D. (Moody Press, 153 Institute 
Place, Chicago 10, $1.) So Matthew 
was a “Transformed Shylock,” Mark 
the “Quitter Who Came Back,” and 
Paul a “Converted Infidel!” Dr. 
Luke also joins the company, and 
Brother John, the best beloved; James, 
who styles himself “Servant of God,” 
then Peter, that most human saint of all, 
and Jude, just “One of His Brethren.” 
Dr, Johnson writes of these men as 
though a bit better acquainted with them 
than most of us, and his spiritual in- 
sight makes even the well-known de- 
tails of their lives full of meaning. Both 
history and tradition are called upon to 
add their quota of incident and the story 
illustrations are excellently chosen. In 
fact, each of the eight sermon biog- 
raphies vouches for the author’s witness 
that he was divinely enabled to dig for 
their truth as for hid treasures. 


The Story Hour Leadership Manual. 
By Thelma Arnote (Broadman Press, 
Nashville 3, Tenn., cloth, 60 cents; paper, 
40 cents.) Methods are good when they 
prove workable. This, the author de- 
clares, is true of her system of story- 
telling. She begins with the organiza- 
tion of the Story Hour in the Baptist 
Training Union, then lists the equipment 
needed and the standards of excellence 
followed. The child is next considered, 
as a nursery baby, a Beginner, and a 
Primary. The midchapters develop the 
leader’s necessary qualities and the tech- 
nique of the story itself. Also the reader 
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is introduced to the Sunday Evening 
Program as carried out by each age 
group. Further studies take up the wor- 
ship opportunities and the types of re- 
laxation used, while added to each chap- 
ter are questions for discussion. One 
feels that Miss Arnote has been most 
comprehensive in her treatment of the 
subject.
